NEW YORK, July 1.—Supreme 
Court Justice Whitaker yesterday 
granted the motion of Frank. J. 
(ould and others for the removal of 
George J. Gould as an executor and 
trustee of the estate of the late Jay 
Gould. The opinion supports the 
charge that George Gould has been 


vere criticisms of the trustee. 


Gould was guilty of failure to divide 
the great estate into six trust funds, 


‘as ordered by his father’s will; that, | 
in a sale of a large block of Western | 


‘Union stock he secretly profited in 
the sum of $620,401; that “either ig-

_principles of trust administration,” 


he mingled the trust funds with his- 


own, and that belated restitution in 
one instance was made under press- 
ure and only after he had been found 
out, 

Krank Gould began the action to 
oust his brother after the latter, to- 
gether with the remaining trustees, 
submitted to the Supreme.Court the 
first accounting they had made since 
the death of Jay Gould in 1893. 
Frank Gould declared through his 
attorneys that the mismanagement 
of the property had caused a loss of 

$25,000,000, and that among the al- 
leged acts were several bordering

Expressing the belief that the League of Nations can 
not succeed because “it is unnatural and absolutely con 
trary to human nature and human instincts,’ Admiral! 
Scheer of the late German navy gave the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent a fine touch of atavistic German kultur | 

The Admiral said that “if the principles of the League 
of Nations were not abnormal, nature long ago would 
have organized the animals into some sort. of league. 

Let us push the Admiral's argument a little further 
Religion is abnormal, otherwise nature would have or- 
ganized the animals into some sort of church; the 
State is abnormal, otherwise nature would have organ- 
ized the animals into some sort of state; courts are 
abnormal, otherwise nature would have organized some 
sort of law courts among the animals; organized so- 
ctety of any sort is abnormal, because nature has not 
organized the animals into some sort of social order. 

‘Admiral Scheer and Senator Reed are on an atavistic 
par. Neither thinks that man is capable of moral prog- 
ress. They class him among the animals as doomed for- 
ever, when organized into nations, to be governed by 
brute instincts and appetites, by depraved human nature. 
They take no account of the moral sense of man and of 
his capacity to develop his moral and spiritual nature, 
collectively as well as individually, and to bring_his ani- 
mal instincts, appetites and impulses under control. 

All the political Darwinians who talk about the sur- 
vival of the fittest—interpreting fittest to mean strong- 
est—as the law of man as well as of animals, overlook 
wholly man’s mora! capacity to rise above all animal in- 


restraints by which he overcomes his animalism. As 
man progresses in the culture of civilization he revises 
the rules of so-called human nature and the law of the 
survival of the fittest. He, subjects himself to the re- 
straints of law and of ethical standards. He tries to 
establish justice through law Hle protects and sup- 
ports the weak and unfortunate. He organizes states 
governed by law. He organizes philanthropy and bur- 
dens his mind, body and purse to bring all men within 
the blessings of social organization. 

What has been done and can be done further to bring 
individuals under mora)! restraint and under law within 
the state can be done to bring men collectively as na- 
tions under moral restraints and the government of 
law. This is nothing more than an advance in human 
culture and civilization.

After July 8, when the Board of Education will give 
its formal approval, five school playgrounds wil! be 
opened to the children. This is due to the efforts of 
the Public Welfare Group of the Mayor's Reconstruction 
Committee, of which Mrs. Lon V. Hocker is chairman. 

Of these five school playgrounds, only three are in the 
congested districts of the city. It is a small beginning. 
But all the rest of the playgrounds, standing idle dur- 
ing the long summer months, will be a reproach to St. 
Louls while so many thousands of her children have 
no other place to play than the dangerous streets, nar- 
row sidewalks or alleys. In the congested districts 
back yards are either wholly lacking or too smal! for 
outdoor games. | 

The five playgrounds to be opened will be supported 
by a fund raised by private citizens. Thanks are due 
them. But the health and safety of the city’s future | 
citizens in her industrial districts’ are and must be | 
the concern of the community. Neglect of these children 
injures all of us. As Mrs. Hocker truly says: ‘“‘We call 
on them when grown to go to war for us if need be, and 
they certainly are entitled to play when they are young 
and to acquire a healthy body while they are growing.” 

The Board of Education should take action in this 
matter whole-heartedly.
